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Spiritual Life and Power

The religion of the Lord 
Jesus Christ is not merely a 
life of forms and ceremonies 
and outward ordinances, but 
a spiritual force within 
the human soul. It is 
true that the outward: ordi- 
nances, duties, etc., must be 
attended to, but there is no 
amount of outward service 
and show that can be of any 
profit, if the inner heart is 
not in touch with Jesus the 
source of all life and power. 


How easy it szems for-some 
to overlook the spiritual side 
of this vital union with Jesus, 
as they get their eyes on out- 
ward things. No doubt there 
has always been this tenden- 
cy to formality. We have 
been accustomed to calling a 
religion “formal” where the 
worshipers emphasized mem- 
bership, ordinances, etc., and 
neglected the blood of atone- 
ment and cleansing, and strict 
daily living for Christ, but 1s 
it not true that there is a good 
deal of formality even among 
many who claim to be deeply 
spiritual? How often something 
or other takes the place of, or 
hinders, that close touch we 
should have with God at all 
times. Whereas, that thought 
which should ever be upper- 
most in the Christian’s heart 
is his union with Christ 
through the Spirit. Our out- 
ward life may be above re- 
proach, while the inner spirit- 
ual man is far from the full- 
ness of life and power in 
Christ. 

The church at Thessaloni- 
ca lived “in God and in the 
Lord Jesus Christ.” The 
way they found this place is 
stated, the gospel came to 
them “not in word only, but 
also in power, and in the 
Holy Ghost, and much assur- 
ance.” This touch with God 
is what constituted them 
God’s church, without this 
thhey could not have been 
God’s church. This point of 
living in touch with God 


in the spirit 1s certainly the! 
vital question, as with God’s| 


church in all time. 

Those who have this spirit- 
ual life and power, which 
comes from contact with 
God, show it in their outward 
conduct. 

First their life will be in 
harmony with the commands 
and words of Jesus. Truth, 
honesty and integrity will al- 
ways be uppermost. This is 
the natural element in which 
a spiritually minded person 
That which is out of 
accord with the Scriptures or 
savorsof deception or un- 
righteousness in any way is 
an abhorrence to the man 
who loves God. 

Second, his spirit in deal- 








ing with all is love, kindness 
and patience. There is abso- 
lutely nothing that can take 
the place of a sweet Christ- 
like disposition in a servant of 
God. If we have not the 
spirit of Christ we are simply 
“None of His.” So many 
these days profess to be 
God’s, but this beautiful dis- 
tinguishing Christian charac- 
teristic is sadly lacking. This 
is a pretty good test of our 
standing in Christ. 

Third, the life and power 
of Jesus in the human _ heart 
brings real power in the daily 
walk and life. Power or abil- 
ity to do things for God, 
power to suffer for Him, pow- 
er to overcome evil, power 
to lift up the Savior in the 
eyes of men, power to be 
true to Him under all the va- 
rious trials, temptations, hard- 
ships, misunderstandings, and 
whatever may be met on 
life’s journey. 

There are some definite 
steps whereby men get into 
this life of union and tellow- 
ship with God. 

There must be the getting 
rid of sin. The practice of 
sin, is entirely contrary to the 
life that is in Christ, there is 
no harmony between the two, 
and never can be, soif we 
would enjoy Christ sin must 
be put away. Men may 
continue to profess the reli- 
gion of the Lord Jesus Christ 
and go on sinning, but if they 
actually have salvation the 
sinning business has been 
given up. “If any man be in 
Christ Jesus he is anew crea- 
ture, old things are passed a- 
way, and allthings are be- 
come new.” 

Then for the fuller devel- 
opment of the life of Jesus 
in the heart there must be the 
cleansing or purifying from 
all unrighteousness. Jesus 
said that “every branch that 
beareth fruit in him, he “‘pur- 
geth it that it may bring forth 
more fruit.” Deep spiritual life 
is found with none but the 
pure in heart. ‘Holiness becom- 
eth thine house O Lord for- 
ever.” The Lord’s plan for 
His church is that she shall 
be as a ‘chaste virgin”, pure 
from all sin and a sinful defil- 
ment. 

And further, it is necessary 
for us to notice that the nor- 
mal condition of the spiritual 
life of the new Testament, is 
the fulness of the Holy Ghost. 
“Be filled with the Spirit.”
